We are go 
ing to see just how macn is held con- 
trary to law, or was acquired con- 
trary to law. 
It will mean an enor- 


mous sum to the government. 
After 


this no one is to get rich off the gov 
eminent by acquiring public lands. 


"The fight we will take up this fall 


is to be a systematic, fair 
fight, 


fight of fair play. Where a railroac 
holds lands illegally we expect to sec? 
that they are restored to the govern- 
ment. It makes no difference 
what 


the impression of the roads was wheu 
the land was purchased. 


"Neither can the 
railroads hold 


land which has been virtually stolen 
from the government. And I do not 
think that the roads will attempt to 
hold such either. Under the present 
policy ot the government it 
would 


hardly be wise, I should say. 


"We expect to call the Unioi^ Pa- 


cific and Northern Pacific and

Topeka, Atchison and Santa Fe roads 
in first. Thes>e roads are the first and 
largest in operation over-ike- territory 
in question. We expect to

Of Money is Sure to Come, But no 


Panic, Says President E. H.

The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad was the first to attack 
the law, bringing a suit in the local 
courts to restrain the county of Phil- 
adelphia from collecting the fine for 
violating the act. The contention of 
the company was that tne law was 
not constitutional and that the 2-cent 
fare was fixed without any investiga- 
tion on the part of the legislature as 
to whether the railroads could make 
a fan- profit under the law, which the 
company ass'eits it can not do. 


Under the head of "plaintiff's re- 


quests for findings of fact," the court 
affirmed that: The method used in as- 
certaining the expense of handling the 
complainants' 
intiastate 
passenger 


business is the correct one; that the 
percentage realized under existing 
rates of fare upon the cost of the 
property is not unfair or unreasonable, 
or that the percentage under the new- 
law would not be fair or properly com- 
pensatory: that cost of conducting 
railroad business for several years has 
been greatly and constantly increas- 
ing; that a reduction in intrastate rates 
will most probably compel a corre- 
spondingreduction in interstate rates; 
that the average rate per mile for car* 
rying intrastate passengers does not 
now exceed 2 cents a mile; that re- 
duction of rates would not be likely to> 
lead to increase of business; that a 
uniform rate of 2 cents could not, in 
all probability, be obtained from all 
passengers, and is neither advantage- 
ous to the public nor just to the com- 
pany; and that there is no evidence 
that the legislature investigated the 
matter before enacting the law. 


The case will be at once taken, to 


the state supreme court. The conjmou 
pleas court's decision applies only to 
the county of Philadelphia. 
The law- 


becomes operative Oct. 1, and in order 
to have a decision that will cover the 
entire stsje it is the intention of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company to 
ask the superior court to take action.

COAL PRODUCTION 


INCREASED 


OVEB LAST YEAR 


Washington, Sept. 11.—Although the 


time lost by the miners during the 
suspension of work beginning on Apn* 
1 amounted to more than 30 per cent 
of the actual time made during the 
ye. 
the production of coal in Ohio 


in 1906 showed a normal increase over 
that of the preceding year. 


In Ohio, as in other states, the op- 


erators had antioinatpd that a period 
of idleness would follow the termina- 
tion of the wage agreement on March 
31, and for several months prior to 
that date production was pushed to 
the fullest capacity of the mines. This, 
together with the facts that many of 
the mines were kept in operation or 
were closed down for a short time 
only, provided a supply of fuel prac- 
tically sufficient for the emergency, 
and with a year of continued prosperi- 
ty among 
the 
manufacturing and 


transportation interests in Ohio, the 
coal production of the state increased 
from 25,552.950 short tons, valued at 
?26,48C,740, in 1905 to 27,731,640 short 
tons, valued at $30,346.580, in 1906 a 
gain of 2,178,690 tons, or 8 a per cent 
in quantity, and of $U,859,840 or 14.6 
per cent in value. 


Of the 29 coal producing counties in 


the state 17 reported increased pro- 
duction in 190G, while 12 of the pro- 
duction decreased. The principal in- 
crease was in Jefferson county, whose 
output showed a gain of 1,246,044 short 
tons, or nearly 40 per cent, following 
an increase' of 853,254 short tons or 
So per cent in 1905 over the produc- 
tion of 1904. The 
production 
of 


Athens county increased 401.626 tons; 
of Belmont county, 308.885 tons, and 
of Guernsey county. 354.134 tons. The 
heaviest loss was in Jackson county, 
where the production decreased from 
1,888,932 short tons to 1,369.800 short 
tons.

epoch-making Lusitania is plowing the 
mid-atlantic at a clip of 25 2-5 knots au 
hour, occasionally perhaps spurting to 
a 26-knot speed, is the calculation, 
based on press cable reports from 
London, which state that the chal- 
lenger for the transatlantic record had 
reported a run of 561 mile.s during the 
first 24 hours out from Queenstown. 
When it is recalled that during the 
first nine hours out from Daunt Rock 
the Lusitania, because of fog, was en- 
abled to make but 180 miles, it is ap- 
parent that the other 381 miles report- 
ed were covered at a rate of more 
than 25 knots an hour. The Lusitania 
is looked for at Sandy Hook next 
Thursday night.

No Attempt to Check the Onslaught 
of Hoodlums—Women and Children 
Also Assailed, Many Outrages Being 
Recorded. 


Vienna, Sept. 11.—Another massacre 


of Jews has taken place in Kishineff. 
\rmcd gangs attached the Ghetto 
there as they did in 1906. Eighty 
Jews were tilled and many more 
wounded. The authorities, it is al- 
eged, made no attempt to stop the 
slaughter or protect either the lives 
or property of the Semites. The shops 
and houses of the Jews were looted 
)y the bloodthirsty mobs and many of 
the victims were killed or wounded 
while defending their homes against 
nvasion. 


The outbreak of anti-Semitism has 


seen 
brewing for several 
days. 


Aroused to fury by bigoted ringlead- 
ers, the Hooligans gathered into armed 
:angs and started their attack on the 
Jewish quarter. The stores of the 
Jews were first pillaged and their 
owners struck down whenever they 
,-esisted. When 
they learned that 


;here would be no interference by tu? 
authorities the rioters 
abandoned 


themselves to indiscriminate rapine. 
The Jews barricaded themselves and 
their families in their homes and 
'ought back the rioters as long as they 
were able, but in, many instances they 
were overpowered and paid the pen- 
alty for their resistance with their 
ives. 


Women and children were attacked 


unmercifully-and many outrages were 
committed. Appeals for protection 
from the Jews were unheeded by the 
authorities until nightfall, when pa- 
trols were stationed in the streets of 
the Jewish quarter. 
Many Jews fled 


from the cuy and sought to cross the 
border into Roumania, but they were 
stopped there by the 
Roumanian 


guards, who v.'ould not permit them 
to enter the country. The Jews are 
in a state of panic, and more blood- 
shed is feared.
